chers: pet did the Loꝛde deliner 
them out of el their troubles.

And 
therefoze Paule hauing experience 
hereof, reiopted alwates in the 
1 oꝛd, when hee was moſt deepeiy 
vered, and beſet with moſt miſe⸗ 
ries.

They were 
eſteemed as the very orcrements a 
ofſcouring of the woꝛld, hated and 
deſpiſed of ð 021d, pet they grud⸗ 
ged not, neither did they diſpaire, 
but depend :d vpon the pꝛomiles, 
the loue, the power, pꝛouſdence 
of their God: In whom ( thongh 
they ſeemed outwardip to ſoꝛrow 
thep inwardlp reiopced: though 
they ſeemed pooꝛe, pet made they 
many rich: though they ſeemed to 
daue nothing, pet they polleſiedall 


things; 
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things: ſuch is the foꝛce of a ſound 
confidence in the Aimightie, who 
in mercie wWozketh by outwarde 
croſſes, theinward comkoꝛt of his 
childzen , a ſheweth alwares com= 
paſſion accoꝛding to the mnititude 
of his mercies. Thou maiſt learne 
heerebp to be full, and to bee hun⸗ 
grp, to be eſteemed, and to be deſpi⸗ 
ſed, to abound, and to want: and 
in what eſtate ſoeuer thou art, to 
be therewith content, and exerciſe 
thy ſeifc in the wozde and lawe of

Chiiſt, who as they haue put on 
the pꝛokeſſion ok Chuſlt, ſo thep 
muſt of neceſſitie put on the afflic=- 
tions of Chziſt,foz whoſe ſake the 
woꝛld will hate them, and vomite 
out, to their diſgrace and ſlander, 
all the oppꝛobꝛious ſpeeches that 
map be, addingafflicton to atflicti= 
on, vntill they beſo loden wtth ca⸗ 

lami⸗ 
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lamities, that they euen in the lone 
of the heauenly happineſſe, be dzi- 
uen to ſap, Wee deſire to bee loo- 
ſed and to bee with Chriſt ; ſhew⸗ 
ing themſelues willing to goe 
quickly, where they knowe all fe- 
licitie, and the ſumme of all vn⸗ 
ſpcakable tope is laide vp in ſtoꝛe 
fo: them, making account ot this 
Woꝛld but as of a pſon, wherez 
in they are ſhut vp, and as of a 
continuall warre , wherein they 
are continuailp aſſaulted, buſteted, 
and wounded. This doth atfuc⸗ 
tion woꝛke, to the traming ot men 
to heauen. Me not aſhamed there⸗ 
foze of the croſſe of Chꝛiſt, of thy 
llaunderg, of thy repzochcs, and 
miſerieg: for when thou haſt ſu⸗ 
rained all tbat 1s poſſihle for a 
mantolufcr, thep deſerue not the 
leaſt part of the iopes pꝛepared 
foz thee. Therekoze ſet thee in a 
ſtrong reſoh tion, patiently to 
beare What ſocucr my God Hall 
late vpon thee. And bee in the 
minde of Paule, who ſaide, pea, 
Though hee kill mee, 1 will truſt 
in him, Nothing muſt diſmay the 
conltant ſoulvier of Chzilt, no not

foꝛ it wil one day be (atiſfied with 
a perpetuall rewarde: pet alittle 
while and he that ſhall come will 
tome, # will not tarrp. The Loꝛd 
knoweth the dayes ok the vpꝛight 
man, and his inheritance is euer⸗ 
laſting. Chele thp light afflictions 
are but foꝛ a moment: and pet ſhall 
they cauſe vnto thee a far moꝛe ex⸗ 
tellent weight of glozie. Andthe 
tune will ſhoꝛtly come, when thou

Thus 
heebeganne with Caine, and left 
not vntul hee had murthered his 
mother Abell, The examples of 
his pzactiles , in popſoning men 
with enuie are many , and the ex⸗ The pas 
pertence ſo common, that fewe ex {s of the 
ampleg ne&dc at this time. Yeray= deuillin 
ſed the Honnes of Laban to hate nc 
Jacob, Ioſephs bzcethzen to hate — l 
him, Saul to hate Dauid, and inſi⸗ 


mite others in holy Scriptures. 
But 
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But he that loketh now into hig 
cunning deuiſes, ſhall ſee greater, 
and moze than can bee numbzen, 
whereof grow trecherics 
murthers, poiſonings, and a thous 
ſand deuulich pꝛankes put in exe 
cution , to ſhewe that the day is 
come ſpoken of long agone , that 
the loue of many ſhould warecold; 
then it muſt needes followe, that 
hatred and ennie mult become hat 
and furious, as in deede they are, 
Therekoze it behoueth euerie man 
to ſeciude all occaſions of contey⸗ 
ning of diſpiefure,foz thence ſpʒm⸗ 
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and daungerous, faz it is often 
carrped long time like a ſparked. 
fire in the hart, and at length bzcas,, 
keth fozth, and cauſeth oftentimes; 
a mightie rume. Ind enerie childe n. 
of God mult aſſure himlelfe, that 
there are ſome that couer ſuch 
ſparkes with the aſhes of diſſimu- 
lation, Which at the laſt bacaketh 
fozth,foz their triall, and God who 
manageth all, will ſuffer none to 
wozke beyond his god pleaſure, 
Thongh ſometimes tt _ 
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death vnto the moſt innocent, as it 
did vnto Stephen, to Iohn Baptiſt, 
and to Chziſt himſelfe, who. was 
betraide by the popſoned ſparke of 
thedeuilliſh venome that long late 
hidde in his deceitfull bzeaſt, pet 
plainely ſcene of him whom he be= 
trated, This is a dangerous croſſe, 
and carefully to be wayed, conſide= 
ring that a ſwoꝛde map bee couered The iano · 
bnder Al- hail friend: diſſimulation cent are 
may thange deadly hatred into ac⸗ — — 
reptableloue in ſhew.
